Gov ernment Serv ice Setting Out 58 ,20G 
Trees Six Feet Apart. 
An interesting ex periment in tree 
planting is now under way on the es­ 
tate of Senator Elihu Root at Clinton, 
N. Y., under the direct superv ision of 
a representativ e of the gov ernment 
forestry serv ice. Approx imately 58 ,200 
y oung trees, v ary ing in height from 
sev en to fourteen inches, are being set 
out in rows six feet apart. 
ThA trees Include 1G,400 white pine. 
15,200 Norway spruce, which were 
shipped from Germany ; 5,200 red pine 
6 ,000 red oak, 5,200 black locust, 5,000 
chestnut and 5,200 basswood. 
The 
spruce will be mix ed with alternate 
rows and in four and a half to fiv e 
acre plots with locust, red oak, pine 
and basswood. 
The white pine will 
be mix ed with locust, red oak and red 
pine. 
Chestnut and spruce will also 
be planted together, using two rows of 
chestnut to each row of spruce.

After the wonder is accomp lished it 
looks comp arativ ely simp le, but it was 
any thing but simp le in the try ing out 
stages. The chief difficulties were not 
mechanical, but scientific.

p roblem was that of balance, the ov er­ 
coming of air currents. Here they had 
nothing to guide them and were coin-

! “The machine,” he say s, “is forty feet

“The f^ame is made of silk, sp ruce 
and ash. The webbing is of unbleached 
muslin, and there are about 5 00 square 
feet to the lifting p lanes.

chine weighs about 8 00 p ounds with- 
! out sup p lies, op erator or p assengers 


j and when in use has about two p ounds 
of weight for ev ery lift in square foot 
I of p lane. 
This is greater than some 
1 birds and less than some. 
“You see. the faster y ou go the less 
lifting or sup p orting surface y ou need. 
I This machine is destined to go forty 


j miles an hour. 
“We hav e a horizontal rudder in 


j front and a v ertical one behind, but 
the control of an aerop lane is not the 
same as that y t an airship such as a 
I dirigible. 
The angle of incidence of 
the p lanes to the air is regulated by 
the sp eed we trav el and the surface 
of the p lanes. 
To alter them by the 
lev ers alters the action of the aero­ 
p lane. but the angle of Incidence re­ 
mains about the same, ex cep t momen­ 
tarily . 
We bend our p lanes in use, 
twisting them into different curv es. 
We hav e worked from the helicoid 
curv e for a long time. 
“There are three lev ers for the con­ 
trol of the airship . Two may be used 
with one hand and at once. The other 
controls the rudder and not the p lanes. 
“Is it hard to learn to run an aero­ 
p lane? I should uot think it would be 
so v ery difficult now. but It does re­ 
quire a knack, as riding the bicy cle 
does. 
We had to do ev ery thing at 
once and learn riding as well.” 
ITa tura l Inv ento rs. 
These famous inv entors are the sons 
of Bishop Milton Wright of Day ton. 
Wilbur was born near Milv ille, Ind., 
on Ap ril 16. 18 67; Orv ille in Day ton, 
Aug. 19. 18 71. Both brothers are rath­ 
er tali and slight, both are p recise, 
scientific, reticent and almost cold in 
manner, and neither ap p arently cares 
for money or fame.

Conference of M in iste rs and Laym en

In O zark M o u n tain s W ill Be Opened

An Ozark mountain beauty sp ot, near , 
a new town named Mount View, in ; 
Howell county , Mo., is to be the scene j 
of a p rolonged test of the v alue of | 
“p sy chic healing” for the use of min- j 
isters of the orthodox churches. 
If j 
the test Is successful, Methodist min­ 
isters throughout Missouri may be au­ 
thorized to p ractice p sy chic healing 
whenev er they see fit. 
The Rev . Dr. 
Andrew T. Osbron, p astor of the Ben­ 
nington Heights M. E. church of Kan­ 
sas City , Mo., is to make the ex p eri­ 
ment. The decision of the conference 
was to susp end judgment up on Dr. Os­ 
bron and his methods until the nex t 
annual conference. 
The conference did not indorse t r . | 
Osbrou’s endeav ors to mix metap hy s- 
\ 
ics and p reaching. 
He had not asked 
for indorsement — only a chance to 
make a test, and that was granted. Al­ 
ready sev enty -fiv e p atients hav e ap ­ 
p lied to him, and in less than a month 
the Ozark camp may be op ened. 
The Emmanuel mov ement in Kan­ 
sas City as led by Dr. Osbron had 
reached such p rop ortions a few* months 
ago as to cause comp laints that the 
leader could not take care of it and 
his church routine at the same time. 
So, actuated by comp laints made to 
him in a mass meeting held in his 
church and by the warnings of certain 
of his colleagues in the ministry , Dr. 
Osbron handed in his resignation, and 
w hen the state conference met at Se- 
dalia in last Ap ril he asked that body 
just what attitude the church was go­ 
ing to take toward mental science and 
its allied branches. The ministers and 
leading lay men of the church answer 
ed in effect, “We do not indorse y ou. 
but we will stand by y ou as interested 
sp ectators and watch y ou for a y ear 
before we render judgment.” 
In 1905 this same minister while 
stationed at Jackson. Mo., stirred the 
M. E. Church South with a similar 
question and was censured, then v in­ 
dicated. IIis own account of that af­ 
fair is that ev er since his boy hood he 
has been a student of p sy chology , 
p sy cho-therap y , mental science, sp irit­ 
ualism and ev en of the tricks of the 
conjurer and that he p rep ared a lec­ 
ture on “Mind and My stery ,” embody ­ 
ing the results of his studies and giv ­ 
ing p ractical demonstrations of the 
fakes that are often p racticed. 
He announced that he would giv e 
the lecture and set the date. 
The 
board of directors of his church asked 
him not to do so. say ing that they did 
not wish to antagonize a strong com­ 
munity of sp iritualists 
liv ing near 
Jackson, in the town of Millerv ille. 
Dr. Osbron’s answer was brief. “1 will 
giv e the lecture.’' 
Tie did and Immediately afterward 
was asked to resign. With the con­ 
sent of his bishop he left his charge, 
then sp ent the summer continuing to 
giv e the lecture that had caused the 
trouble. In Sep tember be had tired of 
dress suits and kerosene footlights and 
asked to be giv en a charge. This was 
refused. So when the M. E. Church 
South mot In conference at Birming­ 
ham, Ala., he went there to p etition 
the committee od ep iscop acy . Though 
he tried sev eral times to get a hear­ 
ing, he was shut out. What to do nex t 
under such circumstances p uzzled him. 
The p roblem finally was solv ed for 
him by a rep orter! who called in half 
a dozen other newsp ap er men and told 
Dr. Osbron to detail to them the cir­ 
cumstances of his case. The follow­ 
ing day the minister got a hearing 
without delay . The bishop who had 
been most p rominent in the attack 
was censured, and Dr. Osbron was 
giv en the desired credentials. He used 
these p ap ers to gain entrance to the 
main body of the M. E. church. 
He went to Kansas City in August, 
1907, after two y ears in southern Mis­ 
souri. 
In the sp ring of 1908 he again 
began giv ing the lecture on “Mind and 
My stery ” and made, It is said, a num­ 
ber of cures by p sy cho-therap hy and 
suggestion. 
His fame sp read until 
the p atients—by bis own confession— 
took up almost as much time as the 
p astorate. 
Then trouble began. 
Some of the 
congregation p ointed out that in their 
day Methodist ministers didn’t study 
conjurer’s tricks or dabble in hy p notism 
or ex p ose the “act” of the Bangs sis­ 
ters, and they said they didn’t intend 
to hav e the name of the Bennington 
Heights church used In connection 
with such things. 
And when it be­ 
came necessary to hire a deaconess to 
help Dr. Osbron with his fflnrcb rou­ 
tine and p atients began to come in 
from out of town to be treated the 
dissatisfied members grumbled louder 
and louder. 
So many p atients came after a few 
more weeks that Dr. Osbron p rudently 
trained some assistants to help him 
treat—“started a school,” his enemies 
said. 
Then came the mass meeting 
and the resignation.—New York World.
